ll6fS  BASIC  CONCEPT 

The  basic  concept  of  Communi- 
-  ty  Education,  as  modeled  in 
Flint,  Michigan,  is  to  use  schools 
full  time  (day,  night  and  year- 
round)  for  education  of  the  whole 
community  —  senior  citizens, 
childless  people,  parents  and 
children.  In  the  program,  the 
schools  will  serve  as  Community 
Centers  where  members  of  the 
community  can  share  their  re¬ 
sources  with  one  another  and 
bring  people  together  in  an 
improved  working-learning-soci¬ 
al  situation.  Ideally,  homes, 
schools  and  community  become  a 
working  team. 

The  group  which  initiated  the 
proposal  for  Community  Educa¬ 
tion  Centers  in  San  Francisco 
was  the  Zone  VI  Council.  The 
Council  was  joined  by  its  two 
active  neighborhood  groups,  OMI 
Community  Association  and 
SPEAK,  which  worked  Hard  to¬ 
gether  to  bring  a  pilot  project  to 
each  area.  The  final  victory  came 
at  the  end  of  a  June  Board  of 
Education  meeting,  when  some 
twenty  weary  but  elated  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Zone  VI  Council, 
OMI-CA  and  SPEAK  watched  the 
Board  unanimously  approve  the 
two  pilot  Community  Education 
Centers.  Each  pilot  project  will 
be  staffed  by  a  full-time  coordi¬ 
nator,  a  certificated  employee  of 
the  §an  Francisco  Unified  School 
District.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  OMI-CA  began  the  year  with  monthly 
meetings.  It  was  Soon  apparent,  however,  that  this  was  not  frequent 
enough  to  keep  up  with  the  necessary  business,  so  in  June,  the  Board 
began  meeting  twice  a  month. 

Among  the  important  actions  taken  by  the  Board  was  to  extend  the 
boundaries  of  the  OMI  district.  This  now  includes  the  area  bounded  by 
Lake  Merced  Boulevard  to  Eucalyptus  to  20th  Avenue  to  Monterey 
Boulevard  to  Tingley,  then  down  Alemany  to  the  county  line. 

Other  important  actions  of  the  Board  of  Directors  were :  Approved 
a  summer  program  for  youth  to  include  a  Youth  Talent  Show  and 
Youth  Cultural  Festival ;  Set  up  a  committee  to  work  with  McDonald’s 
toward  hiring  neighborhood  residents  and  working  for  affirmative 
action  in  hiring ;  Authorized  various  fund  raising  programs  such  as  the 
Golf  Tournament,  the  Rummage  Sale,  and  the  Banquet;  Set  up  a  plan 
for  an  annual  business  meeting  and  quarterly  meetings  of 
neighborhood  residents  not  only  to  discuss  program,  but  also  to  get 
feedback  from  the  community;  Authorized  the  purchase  of  a  new 
duplicating  machine  to  replace  the  old  Gestetner  since  replacement 
offered  a  better  value  than  repair  of  the  worn  out  machine;  Estab¬ 
lished  a  Community  Planning  Committee  to  include  Housing,  Zoning, 
Transportation,  Land  Use,  and  Beautification;  Approved  a  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Buyer’s  Club  for  group  purchase  in  the  effort  to  offset  the  high 
cost  of  food;  Authorized  payment  of  staff  through  September  with  the 
provision  that  the  month  of  September  be  devoted  to  drawing  up 
proposals  for  funding.

New  Plan  For  Ads  Adopted  By  OMI 

With  the  publishing  of  the  September  issue  of  the  OMI  News,  certain 
changes  have  been  adopted  in  the  advertising  program.  It  is  felt  that 
these  changes  will  be  highly  beneficial  for  the  advertiser  as  well  as  for 
the  newspaper. 

Instead  of  offering  only  one  set  of  rates,  advertisiers  may  choose 
from  five  different  plans  designed  to  meet  their  individual  needs.  Four 
of  these  plans  will  be  based  on  a  full  year  or  ten-issue  schedule 
designed  to  provide  continuity  for  the  advertiser  and  also  make  it 
possible  for  the  paper  to  meet  operating  expenses. 

These  changes  will  necessitate  a  slight  increase  in  overall  space 
rates,  but  In  return,  the  paper’s  circulation  will  hopefully  be  increased 
to  include  residents  in  the  expanded  OMI  area.  Also,  the  plans  include 
using  a  professional  delivery  service  that  will  guarantee  complete 
saturation  of  the  entire  OMI  area.  These  changes  should  more  than 
compensate  for  the  increased  advertising  rates.  A  brief  summary  is 
given  below: 

Pldn  1 1  Issue  Sponiw  *  >  -. 

This  plan  would  appeal  to  a  large  merchant,  -organization  or  utility 
that  would  like  to  show  their  support  by  sponsoring  one  or  more  entire 
issues .  The  cost  would  be  between  $500  and  $750  depending  on  the  issue 
size  and  no  other  advertising  other  than  that  of  the  sponsor  would 
appear. 

Plan  2:  Standard  Space  Purchases 
This  plan  is  designed  for  those  merchants  desiring  advertising  space 
between  one-eighth  of  a  page  and  a  full  page.  The  rate  for  one-eighth 
page  is  $55  with  discounts  for  larger  ads.  Advertisers  using  Plan  2  will 
receive  preferred  positions  in  the  paper  at  no  additional  charge. 

Plan  3:  OMI  Sponsor  Ads 

For  $10  per  issue  smaller  merchants,  professional  persons,  politicians 
or  other  interested  individuals  can  participate  in  a  sponsor  ad  which 
displays  their  name  or  business  (in  bold  type),  the  type  of  business, 
address  and  phone  number.  This  ad  will  be  distinctive  in  nature  and 
provide  abundant  white  space. 

Plan  4:  Local  Merchant  Advertising 
This  plan  allows  small  merchants  to  purchase  small  ads  (lcol.  X  1“,  1 
col.  X  2“  or  2  col.  X  1“)  on  a  full  ten-issue  schedule  for  rates  as  low  as 
$5  per  ad.  These  ads  will  generally  be  grouped  together. 

Plan  5:  Local  Merchant  Ads  -  Individual  Issue 
Local  merchants  can  also  place  small  ads  as  described  in  Plan  4  on  an 
individual  issue  basis  at  rates  starting  as  low  as  $10.

FIND  A  POT  AND  FILL  TT

It  has  certainly  been  an  enlightening  summer. 

We  used  to  have  to  take  a  course  in  Political 
Science  and  Economics  to  get  the  education 
we’ve  been  receiving  free  in  the  Supermarkets 
and  on  TV. 

Once  the  promise  was  “a  chicken  in  every 
pot.”  Now  we  can’t  afford  the  pot  much  less  the  chicken.  I  won’t  say 
it’s  all  Nixon’s  fault,  but  if  you  want  to  lead  the  Band,  don’t  lose  it! 

The  wife  sent  me  off  to  do  the  shopping  with  instructions  to  buy  meat 
for  the  week.  I  came  home  with  a  pound  of  ground  sausage,  lentils, 
macaroni,  Tofu  (a  soy  bean  product  high  in  protein),  and  cheese.  I 
refused  to  buy  anything  more.  My  wife  was  a  little  annoyed  but  I  just 
went  into  seclusion.  I  wasn’t  really  concerned  until  she  started 
hammering  nails  thru  the  closet  door.  This  month’s  recipe  is  based  on 
the  ingredients  my  wife  tried  to  nail  me  for: 

Nixon’s  Dietgate  Pork  and  Bean  Barrel,  Macaroni  and  Cheese 
Cover-up  Casserole  (Serve  with  Catsup) 


1  lb.  beef  or  pork  sausage 

iVi  to  3  cups  cooked  lentils  (season  to  taste) 
4  to  5  cups  cooked  macaroni 

2  squares  Tofu  —  crumbled 

2  to  3  cups  white  sauce  ( season  to  taste ) 

'4  lb.  grated  Cheddar  cheese 
4  to  6  slices  of  American  Cheese 


Shape  sausage  into  2'4  inch  patties;  pan  fry  until  done.  Make  white 
sauce  from  butter,  flour  and  milk.  Add  grated  Cheddar  cheese;  stir 
until  melted  and  smooth.  Mix  cheese  sauce  with  macaroni.  In  well 
greased  casserole,  place  drained  lentils,  cover  with  sausage  patties, 
add  crumbled  tofu,  then  macaroni  and  cheese  mixture.  Top  with  thin 
slices  of  American  cheese.  Bake  1  hour  or  until  bubbly  in  325  degree 
oven.  Serves  6.  Improvise  according  to  your  own  taste.
